OF  THE 

MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1937 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Gentlemen, 

The  Urban  District  of  Aireborough  was  brought  into 
being  on  the  First  of  April,  1937,  under  the  new  distribution  of 
areas,  by  the  amalgamation  of  the  late  Urban  Districts  of 
Guiseley  and  Rawdon;  about  two-thirds  of  Yeadon;  a few  acres 
between  Yorkgate  and  the  ridge  of  the  Chevin  from  Otley,  and 
parts  of  the  Townships  of  Hawksworth,  Menston  and  Esholt, 
taken  from  the  Wharfedale  Rural  District. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Council  was  held  on  the  7th  of  April 
when  Mr.  Rennie  was  elected  to  the  Chair  and  Mr.  Fred  Jackson 
to  the  Vice-Chair. 

The  new  district  has  an  area  of  6,892  acres,  an  estimated 
population  of  23,000  and  a rateable  value  of  £130,631,  a penny 
rate  producing  approximately  £503. 

The  West  Riding  Mental  Hospital  at  Menston,  where  some 
2,040  patients  are  cared  for,  is  within  the  area,  and  for  statistical 
purposes  the  inmates  of  this  institution  are  not  taken  into  account. 

Omitting  these  we  have  a population  of  20,960,  9,803  males 
and  11,157  females. 

It  will  be  noted  also  that  the  vital  statistics  cover  a period  of 
nine  months  only;  that  is,  from  the  1st  April  to  the  31st  December, 
but  so  far  as  the  birth  and  death  rates  are  concerned  I have 
added  what  would  have  been  the  approximate  figures  had  the 
District  been  in  existence  for  the  whole  year. 

BIRTH  RATE 

During  the  nine  months  there  were  211  live  births — 113  boys 
and  98  girls— of  which  14,  10  boys  and  4 girls,  were  illegitimate. 

The  still  births  numbered  17—6  boys  and  11  girls. 

This  gives  an  annual  birth  rate  (live  births)  equal  to  13  8 
per  1,000  of  the  population  against  14  9 for  England  and  Wales. 

[The  rate  for  the  full  year  would  have  been  13 ‘3.] 

DEATH  RATE 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  was  176 — 96  males  and  80 
females— equal  to  an  annual  death  rate  of  1 1 ’5  per  1 ,000  of  the 
population,  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  being  12 -.4. 

[The  rate  for  the  full  year  would  have  been  12 '6.] 
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INFANT  MORTALITY 


There  were  15  deaths  in  infants  under  a year  old — 9 boys  and 
6 girls — of  which  2 (males)  were  illegitimate,  giving  an  Infant 
Mortality  of  71  per  1000  live  births,  the  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  being  58.

SCARLET  FEVER 

Of  the  40  cases,  24  were  in  the  Rawdon  and  14  in  the  Yeadon 
districts.  There  was  no  death  in  this  series.  Several  of  them 
were  " return  ” cases.  Such  cases  have  happened  occasionally 
all  through  the  Hospital’s  existence  and  we  may  expect  them 
from  time  to  time  in  the  future.  It  is  impossible  to  guarantee  that 
a Scarlet  Fever  patient  sent  out  of  hospital  is  free  from  infection. 
The  Hospital  Committee  unwittingly  acknowledge  this  by  the 
elaborate  written  instructions  they  give  to  each  patient  on 
discharge. 

Sixty  or  seventy  years  ago  Scarlet  Fever  was  a formidable 
disease.  It  was  no  uncommon  experience  for  the  death  rate  in 
epidemics  to  reach  as  high  as  30%  of  those  attacked.  Since  then 
the  death  rate  has  fallen  rapidly  and  is  now  well  below  1%.  Yet, 
in  spite  of  its  present  mild  character,  the  general  public  to-day 
are  more  excited  over  a few  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  than  an  out- 
break of  Measles,  although  the  latter  disease  is  at  least  five  times 
as  fatal  as  the  former. 

When  at  the  beginning  of  the  century  our  Infectious  Hospitals 
were  built,  it  was  hoped  by  prompt  isolation  to  diminish  the 
incidence  of -this  disease,  and  it  is  one  of  the  disappointments  of 
hospitalisation  that  this  has  not  materialised.  We  have  as  many 
cases  as  before,  the  only  difference  being  that  in  the  old  days 
we  had  epidemics  with  comparative  freedom  between  them, 
whereas  now  the  disease  is  with  us  always. 

I should  like  to  quote  the  following  from  my  Annual  Report 
to  the  late  Yeadon  U.D.C.  for  the  year  1928: — 

“ The  Medical  view  of  infection  in  this  Disease  has 
undergone  some  modification  in  recent  years,  and  the 
question  is  being  asked  whether  the  money  spent  on  the 
prolonged  isolation  of  these  cases  is  warranted. 
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“For  some  time  now  certain  hospitals  on  the  Continent 
have  been  discharging  uncomplicated  cases  after  three  weeks’ 
isolation  and  we  are  beginning  to  experiment  on  similar  lines 
in  this  country. 

“ It  is  claimed  that  under  this  method  there  are  no  more 
‘ return  ’ cases  than  under  the  orthodox  regime.’’ 

DIPHTHERIA 

Thirty-nine  out  of  the  41  notifications  were  received  in  the 
second  quarter  of  the  year,  26  of  them  due  to  a sharp  outbreak 
in  one  of  our  Boarding  Schools.  The  first  case  in  this  series  was 
found  on  the  19th  April  and  the  last  notification  made  on  the 
6th  May.  The  school  had  an  extended  Whitsuntide  recess  and 
had  no  further  case. 

The  patients  were  removed  to  hospital  and  fortunately  there 
was  no  death. 

Since  the  1st  April  I have  immunised  269  school  children 
against  this  disease.  It  is  now  generally  recognised  that  this 
treatment  has  a marked  effect  in  modifying  the  course  of  the 
disease  when  it  does  not  prevent  it  altogether,  and  parents  with 
young  children  would  be  well  advised  to  consider  this  question. 

The  treatment  is  provided  free  by  the  County  in  three  ways: — 

1.  At  clinics  held  in  the  schools. 

2.  At  child  welfare  centres. 

3.  By  any  Medical  Practitioner. 

There  was  one  death  from  Whooping  Cough  and  one  from 
Diarrhoea  (under  2 years).  Childbirth  also  was  responsible  for 
one  death — Sepsis. 

Jhere  was  no  notification  of  any  disease  under  the  Regulations 
of  7th  January,  1919;  nor  was  any  vaccination  done  under  the 
Public  Health  (Smallpox)  Regulations  1917. 

Bacteriological  Specimens  were  sent  to  the  County  Hall, 
Wakefield,  by  individual  practitioners. 

MEAT  INSPECTION 

There  are  19  private  slaughter  houses — 1 registered  and  18 
licensed— scattered  over  the  district.  Of  1,867  cattle,  96  calves, 
4,094  sheep  and  2,900  pigs  slaughtered  over  60%  were  inspected 
and  these  showed  that  2%  of  the  cattle  and  2 '3%  of  the  pigs  were 
infected  by  Tuberculosis  in  one  organ  or  another. 

The  difficulties  of  thorough  inspection  under  existing 
conditions  need  no  emphasis  and  perhaps  the  Council  will  consider 
whether  a public  Abattoir  is  not  the  natural  solution  of  this 
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WATER  SUPPLY 

There  are  two  sourses  of  supply,  the  Council  and  the  Yeadon 
Waterworks  Company.  The  Council  supply  the  Guiseley  area 
from  deep  wells — on  the  Moor  and  at  Netherfield — and  Drifts 
in  Moor  Lane.  The  Yeadon  Company  meet  the  needs  of  the  rest 
of  the  District  partly  from  deep  wells  in  Kirk  Lane,  Yeadon,  but 
mainly  from  moorland  surface  water  collected  at  Hawkesw'orth 
in  a reservoir  with  a holding  capacity  of  115  million  gallons. 

By  arrangement  the  Company  also  take  water  from  the  late 
Burley  District  Council  (now  amalgamated  with  Ilkley),  the 
source  of  which  is  moorland  surface — the  water  is  conveyed  some 
4 or  5 miles  from  Hawksworth  to  Yeadon  and  Rawdon  by  two 
iron  mains,  one  being  used  for  the  domestic  supply  and  the  other 
for  the  various  factories  in  the  District.  A constant  supply  was 
kept  up  throughout  the  year  and  the  quality  was  satisfactory,  the 
water  is  plumbo  solvent  and  means  are  taken  to  neutralise  the 
peaty  acids  with  lime. 

Samples  taken  during  the  year  were  satisfactory. 


HOUSING 

Slum  clearance  Orders,  involving  11  Derelict  Buildings,  29 
Outbuildings,  and  101  Houses,  displacing  306  persons,  have  been 
made,  and  244  houses  have  been  built — 40  by  the  Local  Authority 
and  204  by  private  enterprise. 

Further  Schemes  proposed  by  the  Local  Authority  include 
34  houses  at  Moorview,  Guiseley,  24  bungalows  for  aged  people 
at  Larkfield,  Rawdon,  and  156  houses  on  the  Henshaw  Lane 
Estate  at  Yeadon. 

For  further  particulars  re  Housing  see  Table  D. 


NURSING  ARRANGEMENTS 

The  Yeadon  Nursing  Association  employ  three  nurses,  and  the 
Guiseley  and  Rawdon  Associations  one  each.  The  Yeadon  and 
Rawdon  Nurses,  since  the  1st  July,  have  acted  as  Midwives  under 
the  County  Scheme;  while  the  Guiseley  and  Hawksworth  areas 
have  been  supplied  by  two  Midwives  directly  under  the  County. 
There  is  thus  a complete  chain  of  Midwives  throughout  the 
district  within  the  call  of  every  woman  requiring  their  services 
at  a maximum  fee  of  30/-  for  the  confinement  and  a fortnight  s 
nursing. 

Two  Health  Visitors  are  employed  to  visit  the  Infants  and 
give  advice  to  the  mothers  in  their  homes. 
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CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES 

The  County  provide  Ante-natal  Clinics  (Monthly)  and  Child 
Welfare  Centres  with  school  clinics  (Weekly)  at  the  Town  Hall, 
Yeadon  and  the  Baptist  School,  Guiseley. 

A Dispensary  for  Tuberculosis  is  held  at  95  Town  Street, 
Horsforth,  every  Thursday  afternoon  at  2 p.m. 

Venereal  Diseases  are  treated  in  special  clinics  at  the  General 
Infirmary  at  Leeds  and  the  Royal  Infirmary  at  Bradford. 

HOSPITALS 

The  County  provide  Sanatoria  for  Tuberculosis,  while 
provision  is  available  for  the  treatment  of  Infectious  Diseases 
by  a joint  Committee,  representing  all  the  Local  Authorities  of  the 
old  Wharf edale  Union. 

The  General  Infirmary,  the  Women’s  Hospital  and  the 
Maternity  Hospital  at  Leeds;  The  Royal  Infirmary,  The  Eye  and 
Ear  Hospital  and  the  Children’s  Hospital  at  Bradford,  are 
utilised  for  a large  number  of  cases. 

These  are  voluntary  Institutions  and  the  general  public 
subscribe  to  them  through  the  local  Hospital  Committees. 

St.  Luke’s  Hospital,  Bradford,  also  is  available  for  Maternity 
cases  by  arrangement  with  the  County. 

The  Public  Assistance  Committee  make  provision  for  their 
cases  at  New  Hall  Hospital,  Otley. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES 

Infectious  cases  are  removed  by  Ambulance  kept  at  the  Fever 
Hospital. 

Non-infectious  and  accident  cases  are  provided  for  by 
Ambulance  run  on  Voluntary  Subscriptions  by  the  Guiseley 
branch  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Association. 

LABORATORY  WORK 

Bacteriological  examinations  are  carried  out  by  the  County  at 
Wakefield.  Suitable  outfits  are  sent  to  the  Medical  Practitioners 
who  take  advantage  of  the  facilities  offered,  mainly  in  cases  of 
Tuberculosis,  Diphtheria  and  Enteric  Fever. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector’s  report  is  appended  and  I should  like 
to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  work  done  by  the  Inspector 
during  a somewhat  difficult  year.

REPORT

SANITARY  INSPECTOR 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1937 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  my  first  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1937. 

* * * 

The  work  during  the  past  year  has  been  heavy  due  to  the 
co-ordination  of  the  administration  of  the  health  services  of  the 
various  districts,  the  ever  increasing  legal  enactments  which  are 
periodically  introduced  do  not  relieve  the  Local  Government 
official  of  any  of  his  duties,  and  it  is  sometimes  wished  for  a year 
when  no  public  health  legislation  should  be  issued,  whereby  we 
may  mentally  digest  that  which  we  have  already  received. 

* * * 

It  must  be  realised  with  the  introduction  of  the  new  Public 
Health  Act  it  is  essential  that  we  should  have  new  bye-laws,  for 
at  the  present  time  wre  have  separate  bye-laws  for  each  district 
which  are  inadequate  and  historical  in  their  being. 

* * * 

The  work  of  the  committee  has  been  progressive  in  the  sanitary 
administration,  and  this  is  clearly  shown  by  the  fact  that  102 
privies  have  been  converted  to  the  water  carriage  system  during 
the  past  twelve  months. 

* * * 

In  the  introduction  of  a standard  size  dustbin  applicable  to 
the  whole  district  a great  improvement  in  the  collection  of  house- 
hold refuse  will  be  effected,  whereby  the  whole  district  will  have  a 
w'eekly  collection. 
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On  the  subject  of  Slum  Clearance  the  number  of  houses 
inspected  and  dealt  with  by  the  Committee  has  covered  the  various 
parts  of  the  whole  district,  and  by  the  re-housing  programme 
adopted  by  the  Council  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  it  will  relieve 
the  Slum  Clearance  situation  and  also  the  existing  overcrowding, 
by  the  provision  of  modern  houses  at  reasonable  rents  for  the 
working  classes.

The  introduction  of  bungalows  for  aged  people  will  fill  a large 
needed  want  in  the  district.

Complaints  have  been  received  with  regard  to  smoke 
discharged  in  the  district,  and  although  we  welcome  the 
prospect  of  increasing  trade,  it  is  felt  that  the  pollution  could  be 
prevented  if  the  owners  of  boiler  plants  were  sufficiently  interested 
to  take  full  advantage  of  the  means  now  available  for  that 
purpose.  Although  I have  not  been  able  to  give  this  work  the 
attention  required,  with  the  introduction  of  the  necessary 
assistance  I assure  you  that  it  will  receive  our  immediate  attention.

Facilities  provided  or  subsidised  by  the  Local  Authority,  or  by 
the  County  Council. 

Fever  Hospital. 

The  Wharfedale  Isolation  Hospital  at  Menston  is  maintained 
by  precept  from  this  and  adjoining  authorities  and  admits  cases 
of  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria  and  other  fevers  from  the  areas  of 
the  precepting  authorities.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
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WATER. 

The  Yeadon  Waterworks  Company  during  the  year  have 
installed  new  pressure  filters  and  filter  house  at  Hawksworth  at 
a cost  of  £3,423,  to  replace  the  old  stone  sand  filters,  the  work 
being  completed  in  May,  1937. 

Land  was  acquired  at  Marshall  Street,  Yeadon,  for  the  erection 
of  a booster  pumping  station  and  the  erection  thereof  is  well  in 
hand. 

Difficulties  have  been  experienced  in  maintaining  a plentiful 
supply  in  the  Larkfield  Area,  therefore  land  has  been  obtained 
at  Billing  for  the  installation  of  a booster  pumping  station. 

The  consumption  of  water  supplied  by  this  Company  is 
290,402,000  gallons,  of  this  45,300,000  gallons  were  pumped  from 
Kirk  Lane.

During  the  year  1937  the  public  supply  to  the  old  Guiseley 
Urban  District  area  has  remained  constant  and  there  has  been  no 
shortage  of  water. 

One  of  the  pumps  on  the  borehole  owned  by  the  Council  was 
abandoned  during  the  year.  A new  borehole  was  sunk  at 
Netherfield  Road  and  has  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory,  and  at  the 
end  of  the  year  the  Council  had  under  consideration  the  fitting 
of  new  pumps  to  the  abandoned  borehole  at  Moortop. 
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New  water  mains  have  been  laid  to  meet  development  at 
Kelcliffe  Estate,  Crooklands  Estate,  Ings  Lane  Estate  and 
Cavendish  allotments.  The  public  supply  now  covers  the  whole 
of  the  old  Urban  District  except  for  a few  outlying  farms. 

There  were  no  serious  complaints  of  insufficient  pressure  of 
water  during  the  year. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Woodhouse  Grove  School. 

During  the  year  tenders  have  been  let  for  the  connection  of 
the  Woodhouse  Grove  School  to  the  general  sewerage  system  of 
the  district,  whereby  the  existing  settling  tanks  will  then  be 
deleted,  these  are  at  present  causing  pollution  to  the  river  and 
complaints  are  being  received  from  the  West  Riding’s  River 
Board. 

In  the  near  future  further  sewering  will  have  to  be  taken  into 
consideration  for  the  Hawksworth  area  and  also  for  Chevin  End. 

The  drainage  is  being  extended  to  deal  with  the  new  Aerodrome 
hangars  and  appurtaining  buildings  which  are  being  erected  on 
Yeadon  Moor,  and  the  drainage  from  the  portion  of  the 
Aerodrome  which  is  situated  in  Horsforth  will  have  to  be  brought 
into  this  district. 

Sewers  have  required  attention  in  Springfield  where  it  has 
been  necessary  to  instal  manholes  for  inspection  purposes.  There 
are  in  the  district  approximately  180  houses  still  not  connected 
to  the  sewers. 


CESSPOOLS. 


Motley  Row,  Guiseley. 

A cesspool  was  abolished  at  Motley  Row  and  these  houses 
were  connected  to  the  general  drainage  scheme  of  the  new  Moor 
View  Housing  Estate,  Guiseley. 

Cliffe  Cottage,  Rawdon. 

This  was  disconnected  from  a cesspool  and  connected  into  the 
drainage  system  at  Spite  and  Malice. 

Rawdon  Lodge. 

This  was  disconnected  from  a cesspool  and  connected  to  the 
new  drainage  in  the  development  of  Rawdon  Drive. 
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SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  new  Sewage  Works  situated  in  Cragg  Wood  were 
completed,  which  consist  of  detritus  tanks,  sedimentation  tanks, 
percolating  filters  and  humus  tanks.  The  previous  sedimentation 
tanks  used  for  the  old  works  being  now  used  for  the  main  over- 
flow. This  system  will  adequately  deal  with  any  further  building 
operations  which  will  occur  in  the  Rawdon  district. 

The  sewage  disposal  from  the  Yeadon  area  is  dealt  with  by 
the  Bradford  Corporation  at  Esholt. 

The  sewage  from  the  Guiseley  area  is  dealt  with  at  the  previous 
Guiseley  sewage  works,  but  owing  to  the  condition  of  the  effluent 
and  the  action  taken  by  the  West  Riding  River’s  Board,  it  has 
been  necessary  to  consider  the  installation  of  new  works  for  that 
district,  or  allowing  the  sewage  to  go  to  the  Bradford  Corporation 
Sewage  Works  at  Esholt,  and  the  Council  decided  on  the  latter 
method  and  have  now  come  to  an  agreement  with  the  Bradford 
Corporation  to  take  the  sewage  direct  by  a main  trunk  sewer  to 
Esholt.

To  secure  the  conversion  of  privies,  waste  water  closets  and 
pails  to  water  closet  system,  the  Council  made  a grant  of  50% 
with  a maximum  payment  of  £4  per  W.C. 


SCAVENGING  HOUSE  REFUSE. 

During  the  past  year  approximately  5,732  loads  of  refuse  have 
been  collected,  including  house  refuse,  trade  refuse,  the  emptying 
of  privies  and  cesspools,  etc. 

The  Rawdon  and  Yeadon  Areas,  covering  4,378  houses,  is 
done  by  direct  labour,  and  in  this  direction  a great  improvement 
has  been  made  by  the  reduction  of  a ten  to  fourteen  day  collection 
down  to  a weekly  collection  in  the  ^ eadon  area. 
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With  this  improvement  no  additional  cost  has  been  incurred, 
the  estimated  cost  for  this  work  was  £2,047,  while  the  work 
was  carried  out  for  a cost  of  £1,820  or  equivalent  to  a cost  of 
8s.  3fd.  per  house  per  year,  an  actual  saving  of  £227  on  the  year. 

The  Council  decided  to  purchase  a new  up-to-date  sanitary 
refuse  wagon  at  a cost  of  £350,  this  was  purchased  out  of  revenue 
but  should  be  for  cost  purposes  spread  over  a period  of  seven 
years,  therefore  the  actual  cost  of  refuse  collection  and  disposal 
is  £1,870  or  8s.  6£d.  per  house. 

The  Guiseley  and  Hawksworth  collection  of  refuse  is  done  by 
contract,  while  the  emptying  of  cesspools  is  done  by  direct  labour, 
the  total  cost  being  £1,245  for  2,622  houses,  or  a cost  of  9s.  6d. 
per  house. 

The  method  of  disposal  in  the  Guiseley  area  has  been  done  by 
crude  tipping  and  no  efficient  means  of  control  has  been 
maintained,  this  has  not  been  assisted  in  any  way  by  the  tipping 
of  sewage  sludge  on  this  tip. 

A decided  improvement  was  made  by  the  installation  of  a 
small  incinerator  at  the  Woodhouse  Grove  School.

Four  privies  have  been  converted  to  the  water  carriage  system 
at  the  Harrogate  Road  Methodist  Church. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  are  no  public  swimming  pools  or  baths  in  the  district 
but  the  Council  have  taken  under  consideration  proposals  for  the 
erection  of  a swimming  pool  or  bath  in  the  district. 

There  exists  swimming  baths  at  the  Aireborough  Secondary 
School  and  the  Woodhouse  Grove  School  are  now  re-building  a 
large  new  swimming  bath,  complete  with  filtration  plant,  but 
these  are  not  open  to  the  public. 
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Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds. 

There  are  approximately  45  dwellings  of  this  type  in  the 
district  and  the  total  number  of  inspections  are  26.  The  Council 
have  not  yet  made  any  bye-laws  under  Section  268  (4)  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

Eradication  of  the  Bed  Bug. 

During  the  year  two  council  houses  were  found  to  be  infested 
and  immediate  action  was  taken  to  disinfest  same.  Twenty-two 
other  houses  were  found  to  be  infested,  two  have  been  disinfested 
and  the  remainder  will  be  treated  when  re-housed.  The  methods 
employed  for  freeing  infested  houses  from  bed  bugs  is  by  spraying 
and  block  fumigation,  while  the  method  employed  for  ensuring 
that  the  belongings  of  tenants  are  free  from  vermin  before 
removal  to  the  council  houses,  is  by  fumigation  of  the  belongings 
in  a van  before  removal  to  a new  house,  this  work  being  done  by 
a contractor.  In  isolated  cases  it  is  done  by  the  Local  Authority. 

Offensive  Trades. 

There  are  no  offensive  trades  in  the  district  except  fish  and 
chip  shops,  which  are  scheduled  as  such  in  the  Guiseley  area, 
these  should  now  be  made  applicable  to  the  whole  district. 

FACTORIES,  WORKSHOPS  AND  WORK  PLACES. 

During  the  past  year  twenty-five  visits  have  been  made  to  the 
Factories  and  Workshops  in  the  district. 

Sanitary  improvements  have  been  made  at  Park  Mills, 
Rawdon,  by  the  installation  of  twelve  water  closets  to  replace 
the  existing  privy  middens. 

Notices  have  been  sent  to  two  other  mill  owners  to  provide 
adequate  locks  to  the  ladies’  water  closets,  to  cleanse  and  lime 
wash  and  repair  defective  roofs  and  to  submit  plans  for  the 
insufficiency  of  water  closets.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 
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MILK  SUPPLY. 

During  the  past  year  97  visits  have  been  made  to  Farms  and 
Dairies  situated  in  the  district. 

Forty-seven  farms  were  visited,  and  817  cows  (756  in  milk 
and  61  dry)  were  examined.  Three  samples  of  milk  and  four  of 
expectorate  for  bacteriological  examination  were  taken,  in  the 
latter  tubercular  bacilli  were  demonstrated,  and  the  cows  res- 
ponsible were  duly  slaughtered  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Tuberculosis  Order,  along  with  two  cows  found  to  be  suffering 
from  tuberculous  emaciation. 

Four  cows  were  also  reported  by  their  owners,  and  found  to 
be  suffering  from  schedule  forms  of  Tuberculosis,  and  have  been 
similarly  slaughtered. 

Twenty-five  cows  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  forms  of 
mastitis  or  “garget”,  but  with  the  exception  of  the  cows  already 
mentioned  the  remainder  of  the  cattle  were  healthy  and  in  good 
order.  The  general  cleanliness,  both  of  the  cattle  and  the  premises 
are  fairly  satisfactory.
